They real- 
ize especially since the treaty of Ama- 
pala, which was broken before the 
ink was dry, that the only means of 
settling their disputes, other than by 
conflict, lies in some contracted agree- 
ment

Little 
of the immense stock appears sound, 
and buyers, refusing to purchase other 
than prime goods; are approached 
with the most liberal concessions.

HISTORY. 

WHEN THE “GRINGO” CAME. 

One of the most important and in- 
teresting documents on the early his- 
tory of California has never yet been 
published and is practically ihaccessi- 
ble te students.

PARK. 


H. W. Hollenberg Commits Suicide 
at an Hour That He Wat to Have 
Appeared in Court to Defend Him- 
self Against Charges of Non-sup- 
port pad Desertion.

With! grim appreciation of excitement 
his act would cause in the Superior 
r H. W. Hollenberg, defendant 
in a divorce case, committed suicide 
in Central Park yesterday morning, 
just at the hour when the bailiff in 
Department six was calling him to ap- 
pear. 

Before going to the park the 
despondent man wrote a note to At- 
torney Waterman, who represented 
Mrs. Hollenberg in the divorce proceed- 
ings. What the note contained may 
never be made public. That is was 
terse, and grimly humorous in touch- 
ing on Certain points of the divorce pro- 
ceedings is known because of the fact 
that as Attorney Waterman read the 
note addressed to him he looked down 
at the face of the dead man and re- 
marked, “Well now, you have put me 
in a hice hole.” Waterman then 
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pocketed the note and went away to 
notify Mrs. Hollenberg that the hand 
of fate had written her divorce decree 
for her. Later in the day the notice 
of postyionement filed in the divorce 
case was changed to a dismissal and 
the last chapter of the man's life 
tragedy was completed. 

Hollenberg, his wife and their little 
daughter came to Les Angeles more 
than a year ago from Minneapolis. 
Soon after their arrival here the couple 
quarreliead and separated. Mrs Holien- 
had means of her own and went 
to * im a pretty little home on West- 
ern avenue. Hollenberg became a 
wanderer, The divorce proceedings 
were based on the grounds of non- 
support and desertion. Yesterday 
morning, a short time after daylight. 
Hollenberg went to Central Park and 
seated himself on a bench opposite St. 
Paul's cathedral. He then committed 
suicide by placing a 38 caliber revoiver 
to his temple and pulling the trigger. 

The body was not identified until 
noon, when Attorney Waterman re- 
turned to his office from court and 
there found the note. 

Yesterday afternoon an inquest was 
heid at the Pierce morgue and a ver- 
dict of suicide returned. 

Hollenberg aad made ted 
threats to kill his wife if she sued for 
divorce, and on Wednesday night 
word came to Mrs. Hollenberg that 
her husband was about to carry his 
threats into execution. She appeaied te 
the lice for protection and two 
patrotipen | were sent to her home on 
Western atenue. When Hollenberg ap- 
peared there the officers seized and 
searched him, but found no weapon. 
He soon léft the house and was seen 
no more alive. 


DEATH DUE TO ACCIDENT. 


That Is Verdict of Coroner's Jury 
Which Investigated the Case o 
John G. Magg.

No doubt this represents correctly 
the sentiment of the people as a 
whole. But when we come to break 
up the nation by State lines, we are 
in danger of running at certain 
points into different conditions. Some 


‘of the States are inhabited by citi- 


zens many of whose views are radi- 
cally out of harmony with the gen- 
eral consensus of opinion which rep- 
resents a great majority of the whole 
people. The national government 
works deliberately. Waves of popu- 
lar excitement never rise high enough 
or run with sufficient force to carry 
the government at Washington away 
from its moorings. It is different at 
some of the State capitals near to 
the cyclone centers. In some States 
manufacturing industries are but lit- 
tle developed; great financial inter- 
ests do not weigh heavily; the popu- 
lation is in the main rural and agri- 
cultural. In such conditions the 
views of the average man ate not al- 
ways wide, nor are his judgments al- 
ways calm. 

The operation of the Federal laws 
is uniform, affecting corporate action 
the same in one State as in another. 
It asks nothing of any cofporation 
but conformity with the general laws. 
It will affect any given corporation 
the same way everywhere. The Fed- 
eral laws are rather broad than spe- 
cific in their scope. Not so the laws 


be a great crash. 

We never gave much attention to 
this story. But its exactness is now 
a minor matter. Whether uttered 
by Rockefeller or fathered on him by 
the man whose own prophecy would 
be disregarded, it is now known to be 
a false prophecy. We are nearly two- 
thirds throdgh the year foretold as 
being “big with fate,” and its off- 
spring has been all of the most pros- 
perous kind, so far. 

There is no more sign of undue 
slacking of industries now than there 
was two years ago.

Business is 
actually better in August, 1907, than 
it was in that month of 1905. Com- 
pared with a year ago there is a ten- 
dency to move with more care.

The slowing down to a safer pace 
was naturai, and this more cautious 
movement affords the best assurance 
for the future. There is always a 
rush in any business when prices are 
rising. Each operator is afraid the 
market will get away from him, and 
so he‘hastens to keep in touch with 
it.

This line is 
made fast to a derrick erected on a 
catamaran that can be lowered and 
raised quickly. The legs of the bait 


are encased in leggins made of shar« 
skin or a crocodile skin. To the bait's 
legs are fastened a number of shark 
hooks and lines, the hooks being bait- 
et with ordinary bait. When the boat 
i¢ near to the spot where sharks 
abound the derrick is swung out with 
the human bait dangling at the end of 
the line, and by a sudden jerk the 
“bait” is allowed to fall with a splash 
inte the water. As quick as a flash 
one or more water tigers are after the 
bait. The Muah is quickly. drawn up 
when the sharks hung and eager 
arab at the “bait’s” le and in the 
mix-up they manage to swallow the 
baited hooks and are soon dispatched 
with spears. This process is continued 
until the catch ts finished for the day. 

Sometimes the sea tiger manages to 
fasten his teeth in the leg of the “bait” 
be he is out of reach, but the thick 
skin legging protects the limb, and as 
a rule the quick and certain spear of 
a man in t boat gets the too am- 
bitious shark. There is no bait that 
will arouse the shark when he ts tak- 
! a snooze, which sometimes lasts 
for hours, like the human body. The 
shark seems to recognize the splash 
as no doubt he also detects the men 
the human, especially the odor of 
Mugh.
